New Thousands Of British, | 


French, Belgian Troops 
Arriving Constantly

AT A SOUTHEAST ENGLISH 
PORT, May 31.—More than half 
the British Expeditionary Force 
was reported landed back in 
England today and new thous- 
ands of British, French and Bel- 
gian troops are arriving con- 
stantly, helped to safety by the 
splendid protecting action of the 
Royal Air Force and the navy. 
Original estimates of the strength 
of the B.E.F. ranged from 300,000 
to 350,000, and the bringing» back 
of so many troops indicates that 
the Allies have achieved a brilliant 


withdrawal, fighting every foot of 


the way. 
The troops have been coming in 


@ steady stream for three or four 


days, and todey they still were 
coming between lanes of warships 
and under big squadrons of bomb- 
ing and fighter planes. 


STAFF WORK ADMIRABLE 


I watched the troops pouring in 
this. morning and saw _ trainload 


after trainload go out. At one time | 
seven ships docked in less than two | 


hours and the troops disembarked 
and entrained for their bases in 
England within a half hour. The 
staff work was admirable and ships 
and docks were cleared without 
delay or the slightest trace of con- 
fusion. 
The men were cheerful, 

“Man for man the Germans are 
not so good,” a soldier said. 
“They've only got a little bit of 
France even now. We'll go back 
and have another crack at them.” 

Many of the men had been on the 
beach near Dunkirk for three or

ANTI-AIRCRAFT 
CRUISER CURLEW 


SUNK BY BOMBS ¥arines stilt Holding Calais 


LONDON, May 31—The Admiral- 
ty today announced the loss of the 
anti-aircraft cruiser Curlew. 

The 4,290-ton ship was sunk as a 
result “of a bombing attack some 
days ago off the north coast of 
Norway,” the announcement said. 
Four officers and five sailors lost 
their lives. 

The Curlew had a normal com- 
plement of 400. 

The Curlew, specially armed 
with 10 four-inch anti-aircraft 
guns and machine guns, was the 
second cruiser lost in the war. The 
first was the Effingham, sunk after 
striking a rock in Norwegian 
waters.

(French Units Enter Dunkerque As German 


Armored Columns Slash Around It— 


Evacuation Being Rushed 

PARIS, May 31.—Two divisions of the French rear- 
guard for the Allied retreat from Flanders have reached 
Dunkerque, it was announced ‘at this afternoon's ministry of 
| informatiom press conference. 


These divisions, numbering perhaps 30,000 men in all 
before they underwent the shattering attack in Flanders, 
were said to have entered the Channel town as German 
armored columns slashed around it. 


The French rearguard covered itself in the manner of 
Caesar's forces—boxed in by armored phalanxes. The 
French infantry and artillery kept to the middle of the mov- 
ing rectangle while tanks guarded four sides, 


Battered Way Through Nazi Lines 


The divisions, commanded. by General Rene Prioux, bat- 
tered a path part way through the German lines of envelop- 
ment during the night and completed the retreat in daylight. 

A ministry of information spokesman said Prioux’ men 
fought a “marvellous battle’ and their losses are “relative” 
rather than “catastrophic”. 


French and British warships rushed the evacuation 
of the weary, war-torn unite which had been fighting off 
furious Nazi onslaughts. 


At the same time, the vessels landed new food and war 
| supplies for French divisions still fighting at the southern 
| end of the corridor to the sea. 


‘War Equipment Saved From Germans 


The Prioux units, a military spokesman said, reached 
Dunkerque with war equipment which they succeeded in sav- 
| ing from the Germans. 

The situation for the French troops sstill inside the 
pocket, with German infiltrations threatening them, re- 
mained “grave but not desperate,” the spokesman said. 


With the “line of Mounts” salient, which the Germans 
established yesterday, fractured, the French apparently 
held an advantage for maintaining the breach. 


The Germans, however, still held Mount Casse!. 

Nazi advance units pushed furiously to “Mont des Cats,” 
near Godewaersvelde, one of a series of French-Belgian 
frontier hills about 500 feet high.

Attempts To Interfere 


With Power, Supplies 
At U.S. Factories 
LOS ANGELES, May 31—Fed- 
eral authorities last night probed 
five attempts in the last 10 days 
to interfere with water and power 
supplies to three large aircraft 
Plants making planes for the 
United States goyernment and the 
Allies, They sought to find out 
whether the acts were part of an 

organised sabotage plot. 

The most recent act was early 
Thursday. The power line to the 
Hawthorne city water was cut, still- 
ing for five hours pumps supplying 
the new Nortrop airplane factory 
and the city of Hawthorne. A wood 
control bar was sawed in two, 
breaking the water company's 
power switch. 

Early Sunday the El Segunda 
sub-station of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison company was en- 
tered and a switch damaged. At the 
same time a switch was thrown on a 
pole at El Segundo and Sepulveda 
boulevards, These controlled power 
lines to the El Segundo Northrop 
Plant, 

Another power line was cut, 
parallel to that leading to the 
Noith American and Douglas 
Plants, throwing a minor circuit 
out of commission. Investigators 
Delieve the intent was to cut the 
other line. 

A fifth incident was said by in- 
vestigators to have been an attempt 
to cut the water supply of the 
North American plant. 


RETALIATION TO 
FRENCH THREAT 
OF RIBBENTROP 


BERLIN, May 31.—Foreign Min- 
ister Joachim von Ribbentrop noti- 
fied the French government yester- 
day that Germany would retaliate 
in any instances of mistreatment of 
captured Nazi airmen or parachute 
troops. 

The statement, sent to Sweden 
for relay to Paris, gave instances 
from reports Von Ribbentrop claim- 
ed he had received that “members 
of German air forces and parachute 
troops made prisoner by the French 
are meeting with treatment in utter 
contrast to the regulations of in- 
ternational law and treaties.” 


Wednesday the German air min- 
ister, Field Marshal Hermann Goer- 
ing warned that captured French 
fliers would be chained. He claim- 
ed similar treatment had _ been 
meted out by French troops to Nazi 
fliers. Germans have also threaten- 
ed they will shoot 10 prisoners for 
every German parachutist shot in 
France. Allied sources have denied 
and branded ridiculous the German 
statements of mistreatment.

He Didn't Even Pass the Word 


Foreign Minister Spaak has given an 
account of the last meeting of King Leo- 
pold with his ministers, when he told them 
he intended to capitulate, and turned a 
deaf ear to their night-long pleas and 
protests. 

The King's decision was taken at five 
o'clock Saturday morning. But the Al- 
lies only heard of it late on Sunday or in 
the early hours of Monday morning. 
There was plenty of time for Leopold to 
tell the Allied commanders he was about 
to desert them, and thus give them what 
chance he could to rearrange their forces 
to meet the new situation. He did not do 
so. Why? The question has only to be 
asked to suggest the answer, and the 
answer deepens the sinister look of the 
whole proceeding. 

Leopold evidently did not want the Al- 
lied commanders to know he was about 
to break the line and leave their flank 
exposed to the enemy. He told Berlin of 
his plans before he told the men who were 
fighting to save his country—if he ever 
did communicate the information to them 
directly. If his purpose was to deliver his 
British and French allies in Flanders over 
to destruction he could have taken no 
course more likely to bring about that re- 
sult. That he deserted them in the hour 
of battle was at best the act of a weak- 
ling. That he kept them in ignorance of 
his intention while treating with the 
enemy bars that charitable explanation of 
his conduct. 


A Glorious Tragedy 


In days to come British and French 
people will read the story of the Battle 
of Flanders with pride but also with 
agony. 

When King Leopold suddenly ordered 
his Belgian troops to cease fighting he 
left the British expeditionary force and 
the French units which were acting with 
it just three alternatives. With the enemy 
on three sides and threatened with com- 
plete encirclement, the marooned army 
could not hold the ground it occupied. 

It could surrender—except that it hap- 
pened to be composed of British and 
French soldiers. It could try to cut its 
way through the German corridor and 
join the main French army to the south. 
Or it could retreat to the coast, fighting on 
both flanks and the rear—and probably 
on the front also. Without adequate 
equipment, to try to cut through to the 
south meant destructinn. There remained 
only a fighting withdrawal to the coast. 
This it has accomplished in what must be 
one of the most brilliantly executed and 
fiercely fought retirements in history. The 
loss of men and materials must have been 
heavy, but the enemy undoubtedly suf- 
fered many times worse. 

The abandonment of this area, includ- 
ing the Channel ports, is a tragedy, and 
makes the aerial invasion of England 
practicable to the enemy. But it is a 
tragedy made glorious by the valor and 
discipline with which was carried out one 
of the most difficult of all military opera- 
tions—a withdrawal in the face of better 
armed opponents. The army of Flanders, 
betrayed and trapped, was neither de- 
featéed nor destroyed. Its achievement in 
extricating itself will rank with the his- 
toric retreat from Mons. 


Public Opinion Goes Into Reverse 


Not many years ago—less than five 
years in point of fact—there was a very 
insistent and very widespread demand on 
the part of Canadians that no step be 
taken that would permit the establish- 
ment of munitions works in this Domin- 
ion. There must be no Krupp establish- 
ments or Skoda plants in Canade; that 
was the popular cry, raised on public 
piatforms, formulated in resolutions pass- 
ed at public meetings, echoed in the press. 

Now the Government is being cen- 
sured, in still stronger terms, because 
Canada has not been turning out tanks, 
fighting airplanes, anti-aircraft guns, 
field artillery, shells and all other types 
of military equipment and munitions, 
And there is applause from all corners in 
parliament and all sections of the country 
at the announcement that Canadian in- 
dustries are to be turned into munitions- 
plants as quickly as possible, with no ad- 
Vance limit set as to the output or the size 
of the armament establishments,

Events of course have caused this 
sudden right-about. It has been disclosed 
that while we in Canada were talking 
about eternal peace Herr Hit'er was pre- 
paring for total war. He has both the 
Krupp works and the Skoda plant, and 
has been working them over-time for 
years for the definite purpose of destroy- 
ing the British and French empires and 
subjecting the world to totalitarianism. 

Recollection of this complete reversal 
of public opinion should do something to 
temper the criticism now being hurled at 
the national Government—and by impli- 
cation in some measure at the former 
Government as well—for not having cre- 
ated factories at which these desperately- 
needed weapons could be made, and for 
not actually having large stores of these 
on hand. 

If our representatives in parliament 
could not believe this necessity would 
arise, the public were in precisely the same 
unbelieving frame of mind in the days 
when all the energies of Germany were 
being transmuted into implements of war 
while Canada rang with declamations that 
there should be no armament-building in 
this peace-loving Dominion. 


Nothing stimulates recruiting like bad 
news from the front. There will be no 
trouble filling up Canada’s third division 
and getting the men required for the 
fourth. 


Military authorities at London con- 
firmed a report that Nazi airmen bombed 
and sank two hospital ships in the Chan- 
nel. The torpedoing of hospital ships was 
the “last straw” that caused the United 
States to decide to help the Allies put a 
stop to international outlawry twenty- 
odd years ago. 


French calculations show the Allies 
have destroyed 2000 of the 5000 German 
tanks used in the offensive, and 2000 
planes—representing half the Nazi supply 
of first line combat and bomber planes. 
The figures may not be accurate, but if 
they are anywhere near the mark Herr 
Goering is likely to be less reckless in his 
use of these weapons in future. Another 
“victory” at the price would reduce the 
stocks to the danger point.

On This Date

Nothing has surprised Hitler and his follow- 
ers more than the instant response of the free 
people of the British Commonwealth of Nations 
to the call to defend the liberties of civilization. 
He believed, as Kaiser Wilhelm believed in 1914, 
that the children would desert their mother in 
her hour of peril. He had had his answer. 

Especially must Hitler be surprised at the 
attitude of the people of South Africa. They at 
least, he was assured, would remain neutral, 
if some of them did not openly rally to support 
of the reich. The events of the past few months 
have proven how ill-founded was Hitler's as- 
sumption. South Africa gave him her answer, 
and it was the same as that of the sister domin- 
ions. 

How came this miracle in a country which 
forty years ago was fighting Great Britain, with 
the aid of Hitler's predecessors? Today is a fit- 
ting time to answer, because today is the anni- 
versary of the signing in 1902 of the treaty of 
peace which ended the war in South Africa. The 
treaty involved the disappearance of the Trans- 
vaal republic and the Orange Free State, and 
their absorption into British South Africa, but 
it also granted the recognition of the Dutch lan- 
guage in the courts and schools, and, unprece- 
dented in history, it actually granted three mil- 
lion pounds to compensate the Boers for the 
damage done to their property by a war which 
they had themselves provoked, 

The post war policy of Britain in South Afri- 
ca was daring, but it was vindicated. Within two 
years Boers and British were sitting in the same 
parliament. Eight years to a day from the sign- 
ing of the treaty the Union of South Africa came 
into existence. Four years later when Germany 
defied the world South Africa gave its answer, 
Botha and Smuts were among the war leaders 
and the peace counsellors of the British Empire. 
Britain's magnanimity bore fruit a millionfold. 
And now again Britsh conciliation and justice 
have brought their reward. The gallant Smuts 
has rallied his people to the cause of freedom. 
South Africa has answered Hitler as it answered 
Kaiser Wilhelm.

Dangerous For Sweden 

The clean bill of health (for Sweden) from 
Hitler's Foreign Minister cannot bring the hard- 
pressed Swedes much relief from the terrible 
anxiety in which the invasion of Norway has 
placed them. For Hitles has shown too many 
times that his word is good only until he takes 
it back; that his method is one victim at a time; 


that he will butter with praise, and lull into a‘ 


falee sense of security, any nation which he has 
not marked for immediate assassination. Of all 
this Poland was a classic case. By midsummer 
of 1939 Hitler was ready to make war upon that 
nation, on the alleged ground of Polish “aggres- 
sion” and “atrocities* which had “continued for 
years.” But only a little while before, when his 
eye was not on Poland but on Czecho-Slovakia, 
he had had this to say of Poland: “Here the road 
to understanding had to be found, and it was 
found, And it is being widened, ... We are all 
determined, and also convinced, that this agree- 
ment will bring about lasting and continuous 
pacification. .,. We are two peoples, They shall 
live.” 

“Proof” of Poland’s wickedness came later, 
manufactured when the time was ripe for it. 
“Proof” of Sweden's wickedness will also be 
forthcoming when and if the time is ripe for it, 
and when that time arrives nothing that von 
Ribbentrop says now will count. Incriminating 
documents will be found in Stockholm. Con- 
spiracy will be unearthed. And the German 
propaganda machine will go into action on the 
principle which Hitler himself expounded in 
“Mein Kampf’—the principle that the greater 
the lie, the greater its chance of passing for the 
truth, 

“Propaganda is only another weapon, if a 
truly fearful one, in the hands of an expert.... 
The slighter its sc.entifie ballast, and the more 
exclusively it considers the emotions of the 
masses, the more complete its success. ... It 
must not objectively explore any truth that 
favors the other side.” 

At least to that conviction Hitler has been 
loyal—New York Times, 


The Cost of War 


Judged by the rate of present expenditures, 
war costs today are more than three times as 
heavy as they were in the last war. In the first 
six months of the last war, Canada spent about 
$50,000,000. The first six months of this war, 
Canada spent $115,000,000. Between August 4, 
1914, and March 31, 1916, the dominion expended 
$230,000,000, whereas 1n the fiscal year, March 
31, 19402, to 1941, the estimated expenditure 
amounts to $500,000,000, and in addition, $100,- 
000,000 for the air-training plan. Thus the com- 
parison in costs between the two wars is as be- 
tween $230,000,000 and $715,000,000, 

Such also are the comparisons in other coun- 
tries, for modern armies are highly mechanized 
and the weapons are intricate and costly. The 
cost of outfitting and maintaining in battle an 
army of one million men, with tanks, planes, 
machine-guns, etc. is estimated by George 
Barrett in the N.Y. Times to total $9,500,000,000 
for one year. This budget is divided into six 
parts: $2,000,000,000 for the training, food, cloth- 
ing, wages, hospitalization, etc, of the men; 
$1,300,000,000 for guns and ammunition; $388,- 
000,000 for motor trucks, tanks, armored cars 
and replacements; $3,500,000,000 for planes, re- 
placements and training of pilots; $312,000,000 
for fuel for motors and planes; $2,000,000,000 
for home defence, viz., evacuation, air-raid pre- 
cautions, hospitalization facilities, ete. 

On a per capita basis it costs around $1,700 
to outfit and maintain an indiyidual soldier on 
the battlefield for a year. His initia] supply of 
clothing, kit and blanket comes to $80, but the 
replacements needed for a year of hard fight- 
ing may bring this item up to $240. His salary, 
according to Mr. Barrett, averages up to $300 a 
year, his food to $110, medical care $80, and cost 
of training, $1,000. The rifle in his hand is esti- 
mated to cost $30; a machine-gun ranges in price 
from $6,800 for the French 75-m.m. field piece, 
to $200,000 for the giant type. Ammunition may 
total up to $300 per soldier a day, while a battery 
of anti-aircraft guns can easily use up $3,500 
worth a minute. A ten-minute defensive en- 
counter with forty planes might cost, says Mr. 
Barrett, more than $1,000,000, Heavy shells cost 
$240 each; the ones shot from a Big Bertha come 
to $8,400 apiece. To torpedo a ship takes about 
$40,000 of munitions. 

Even so the most costly items in today’s war- 
fare are the planes and motorized weapons. 
Planes range in price from $30,000 for the small 
pursuit ship to $200,000 or more for a hig 
bomber. The cost of tanks runs from $5,000 for 
the light variety, to $50,000 for the “monster.” 
As for the navy, one battleship runs as high as 
$40,000,000 and a worthy fleet costs billions. 
Fuel for such equipment runs up a high bill, 
since even a medium tank averages one mile to 
a gallon of gasoline. 

On the basis of these costs, it is considered to 
be a conservative estimate that a modern fight- 
ing army of one million men needs more than 
$26,000,000 a day. And the armies of the prin- 
cipals in this war consist of several million men 
each.—Toronto Star,

WINNIPEG, May 31—Warm wea- 
ther .this Week has stimulated 
growth and large acreage of wheat 
is now covering the ground at 
heights up to 7 inches, and in most 
areas shows even germination and | 
good color says the Canadian Pacific 
Railway report today. 

While more rain would benefit 
eastern and northeastern Manitoba, 
prospects continue satisfactory with 
wheat averaging 4 inches in height 
there, 

Conditions in Alberta are also 
faverable with crops responding 
to warmer weather and wheat 
showing from 1 te 6 inches in 
height, 

In the central and northeastern 
parts of Saskatchewan over the 
province wheat is from 2 to 6 inches 
in height with a probable average 
of 3% inches. Grasshoppers are re- 
ported hatching in scattered sections 
of central and south central Sas- 
katchewan. With wheat seeding 
only about 1 per cent remaining to 
be sown good progress is evident 
with seeding of coarse grains, In 
Manitoba oats are 97 per cent and 
barley 96 per cent sown. Saskatche- 
wan has oats and barley 88 per cent 
sown. 

In Alberta oats are 76 per cent 
sown and barley Cs per cent.

It is expected that about 200,000 
horses will be vaccinated this year 
in this province. 

It was learned that the vaccine 
has been of assistance in the cases 
of the sickness reported to date in 
that it has modified the attacks up- 
on the horses.

This new layout has 
been graded and worked down and today it is being sown to grass seed 
Some bleachers have already been built—enough for something like 350 
fans—and more wil] be added. When the job is finally done, Ponoka will 
have the finest ball park in Alberta with the exception of Renfrew here.
